RICHARD LEHMAN 


The sudden death of Richard Leh­ 
man, who was killed early Tuesday, 
, Septem ber 15, was a shock to H am ­ 
lin people, 
a m o n g 
whom he had 
j lived about seven years. 


Mr. Lehman had 
impressed 
the 
I people of this community with his 
, many estimable traits of c h a ra c te r 
and his wonderful earnestness, a n d 
eagerness to become Americanized, 
and be a real citizen. 


Richard Lehman was born in Mec- 
. kenheim, Bavaria, Germany, in 1895, 
and was 41 years old. 
He was one 
of four sons in his f a th e r’s family. 
Hi* was educated in the schools of 
th at country and grew to full rnarv- 
hood, at Meckenheim. 
He became a 
J soldier in the German A rm y of the 
YVorld War. 
In this struggle he was 
wounded, and remained in Germ any, 
till late 
1928 or early 1929, when 
be joined his brothers in the United 
: States. 


In 1929, Mr. 
Lehman 
came to 
i Hamlin and acquired an interest in 
the Strauss Dry Goods store. 
When 
| Richard arrived in Hamlin his E n g ­ 
lish language was very meager. 
He 
knew nothing much of our ways and 
customs, but at once impressed ev-

ed our language and customs rapid­ 
ly. 
He made friends. 
He was sym­
